WAZIS REPORT WIPING

BERLIN, July 30 (AP).—Russia’s 
hold on Leningrad has become 
highly precarious, informed Ger- 
mans declared tonight, because of 
two drives on the Soviet Union’s 
second largest city. 

The Germans said they were 
completely satisfied with the prog- 
ress of Finnish forces pushing on 
the city from the north, while from 
the south and southwest the Ger- 
mans themselves are now applying 

squeeze which they expect will 
seal the city’s fate. 

German forces have wiped out 
two Russian divisions west of Lake 
Peipus, which forms most of Es- 
tonia’s Eastern frontier with the 
Soviet Union, these sources said, 
and a German thrust to the north- 
west shore has blocked the narrow 
line of Russian retreat along the 
Baltic coast.

graph. There is reason to believe 
that this information is most au- 
thentic, as it is based on a highly 
important secret document _§re- 
ceived here through diplomatic 
channels after being smuggled out 
of Germany through Holland to a 
neutral country. 

This document, on which the 
Daily Telegraph bases its story, 
confirms reports that Reichsmar- 
shal Hermann Goerring, Nazi No. 
2, and head of the Luftwaffe, is 
also in disgrace. It reveals Udet’s 
arrest and public disgrace nearly 
six weeks ago, which culminated 
in the reported suicide. 

Goering and Udet, according to 
information in the document, ob- 
jected strongly to Germany’s in- 
vasion of Russia on the basis that 
it would expose Germany to 
stronger Royal Air Force attacks 
than the Luftwaffe could make 
on Britain while engaged in Rus- 
sia. 

New Luftwaffe Head. 

Goering’s eminence and position 
in Germany have saved him from 
arrest, this source states, but he 
has been virtually superseded as 
head of the Luftwaffe by Field 
Marsha] Erhard Milch. 

Udet, .briliant acrobatic ace 
whose record in the last war was 
said to have been second only to 
that of the famous Baron von 
Richthofen, was chief of all train- 
ing and reserve units of the Ger- 
man air force and latterly in 
charge of supplies for the air force. 

In councils of state, Udet is said 
to have sided with Goering in op- 
posing Hitler’s plan for attacking 
Russia. Enraged by this opposi- 
tion, Hitler, according to the secret 
Nazi document, ordered Udet’s ar-

Embassy Narrowly Missed 
—Protest Presumably 
on Basis Bombers’ Error 
Was Unjustified. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP). 
—The United States lodged imme- 
diate representations with the Jap- 

t 
anese Government today over the 
bombing of the American gunboat 
Tutuila at Chungking. 

The gunboat, part of the Yangtze 
River patrol, was damaged, with 
no injuries to its crew, and the 
United States Embassy was nar- 
rowly missed by the air raiders 
this. morning. 

Sumner Welles, Acting Secretary 
of State, made announcement of 
the representations after a brief 
conference with the Japanese Am- 
bassador, Admiral Kichisabura No- 
mura. 

Welles declined to indicate the 
nature of the representations. 


Talks With President. 


It was believed, however, that 
Welles, after conferring with 
President Roosevelt by telephone, 
had called in Nomura. 

In announcing that representa- 
tions had been made, Welles said 
the Government had received a re- 
port that 26 Japanese bombers 
flew over the Chinese capital, 
dropping bombs near the Tutuila 
and other American property. 


He said that both the gunboat 
and the property were across the 
Yangtze River..from .Chungking 
proper, thus indicating the United 
States would contend there was no 
justification for a mistake by the 
Japanese bombers. 

In connection with the Japanese 
Ambassador’s unexpected visit, it 
was recalled that the United States 
immediately called in the Japanese 
envoy and delivered strong repre- 
sentations at the time the U. S. S. 
Panay was sunk by Japanese 
bombers in December, 1937, with 
the loss of two lives. 

Several American oil tankers 
were struck in the Panay attack, 
and for these and other bombings 
the Japanese gave apologies and 
made financial restitution. 


Superstructure Damaged. 


Several bombs were loosed by 
thef raiders over the river patrol 
gunboat, a navy spokesman said, 
and the stern superstructure of 
was damaged 
slightlv. 

The spokesman said he believed

cidental to the general raid on 
Chungking, although the vessel 
was in the so-called safety area 
across the river. 

Reports to the Naval Operations 
Bureau on the new incident did 
not say whether the gunboat, which 
has a normal crew of 58 officers 
and men, returned fire at the 
Japanese aircraft. 


The Tutuila was commissioned 
in 1928. It was built at the Kiang- 
nan Dock and Engineering Works, 
Shanghai, at a cost of $212,900. It

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Warn- 
ing that this country faces infla- 
tion “unless we act decisively and 
without delay,” President Roosevelt 
today asked Congress in a special 
message for legislation to establish 
ceilings for prices and rents and 
to curb installment buying. He did 
not recommend ceilings for wages 
and other compensations, but ob- 
served there would be no price 
stability if labor costs rise “abnor- 
mally.” 

Although the President graph- 
ically compared the price situation 
today with that of 1915, he reject- 
ed in effect the arguments of Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, former chairman 
of the War Industries Board, that 
a ceiling for wages was an inte- 
gral part of an. effective price 
control program. 

The message followed the pro- 
posals of Leon Henderson, price 
administrator,...who — favors 
drastic legisla ition than 
and it recommended Henderson's 
plan for “effective taxation of ex- 


| cess profits and purchasing pow- 


er.” 


“Defense Program Threatened.” 


Pointing out that the inflation- 
ary price rise and increases in 
the cost of living are already 
threatening to undermine the de- 
fense program, and that some per- 
sons are reaping great profits, the 
President declared: 

“Economic sacrifices there will 
be and we shall bear them cheer- 
fully. But we are determined that 
the sacrifices of one shall not be 
the profit of another. Nothing will 
sap the morale of this nation more 
quickly or ruinously than penaliz- 
ing its sweat and skill and thrift 
by individually undeserved and 
uncontrollable poverty or infla- 
tion.” 

The President repeated the usual 
effects of inflation but made his 
message the more effective by 
citing the seeming parallel be- 
tween the situation today and the 
closing months of 1915, when prices 
and the cost of living began to 
skyrocket. This rise culminated 
infJune, 1920, when the price index 
was nearly 140 per cent over the 
October, 1915, mark. ~° 

“Frightening Similarity.” 

Asserting that the “facts today 
are frighteningly similar,” the 
President continued: 

“The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
index of 28 basic commodities, by 
the end of June, had advanced 50 
per cent beyond its August, 1939, 
level. It has increased 24 per cent 
since January of this year.

Special Committee Set Up 
at Peiping to Execute 
Retaliatory Measures 
Against American and 
British Interests. 


SHANGHAI, July 30 (AP).—A 
“special capital and property ad- 
justment committee” to execute 
retaliatory measures against Brit- 
ish and American interests was 
established at Peiping today. 

All American and British com- 
panies in North China were pre- 
vented from doing business except 
in the Peiping and Tientsin foreign 
quarters, reports said. 

The special committee, which 

will have the specific duty of su- 
pervising business transactions 
among Chinese and Japanese on 
the one hand and foreigners on the 
other, includes representatives of 
the Japanese army, Japanese Em- 
bassy, Japanese consulate, the 
Japanese Finance Ministry's local 
agent, the Asia Development 
Board’s local liaison officer and a 
representative of the Federated 
Reserve Bank. 
- American and British properties 
in Shantung Province were said 
to have been put under protective 
custody by the Japanese. Among 
those reported affected were the 
Texas and Socony Oil companies. 

At some places Japanese sentries 
were patrolling the properties, at 
others Chinese guards reported 
employed by the Japanese.

Domei’s Version of Speech.

within its power to mobilize all re- 
sources and manpower” for any 
eventuality.)

30 JAPANESE SHIPS 
LANDING TROOPS 


SAIGON, French Indo-China, 
July 30 (AP). — Thirty Japanese 
transports were reported today to 
have begun disembarking troops 
at Cap St. Jacques, at the mouth 
of the Saigon River, this port’s 
outlet to the China Sea. 

Fourteen other Japanese naval 
vessels loaded with 13,000 troops 
and preceded by a destroyer en- 
tered Saigon Harbor at dawn as 
the Japanese extended their occu- 
pation of Southern Indo-China 
bases.

The 
effort has been widely support- 
ed because far-sighted business 
leaders realize that their own true 
interest would be jeopardized by 
runaway inflation. But the exist- 
ing authority over prices is indi- 
rect and circumscribed, and oper- 
ates through measures which are 
not appropriate or applicable in 
all circumstances. It has further 
been weakened by those who pur- 
port to recognize need for price 
stabilization yet challenge the ex- 
istence of any effective power. In 
some cases, morever, there has 
been evasion and bootlegging; in 
other cases the Office of Price 
Administration and Civilian Sup- 
ply has been openly defied. 


Quick Action Needed. 


Faced now with the prospect of 
inflationary price advances, legis- 
lative action can no longer pru- 
dently be postponed. Our national 
safety demands that we take steps 
at once to extend, clarify and 
strengthen the authority of the 


Government to act in the interest 
of the general welfare. 
Legislation should include au- 
thority to establish ceilings for 
prices and rents, to purchase mate- 
rials and commodities when nec- 
essary, to assure price stability, 
and to deal more extensively with 
excesses in the field of install- 
ment credit. To be effective, such 
authority must be flexible and 
subject to exercise through license 
or regulations under expeditious 
and workable administrative pro- 
cedures. Like other defense legis- 
lation, it should expire with the 
passing of the need, within a lim- 
ited time after the end of the 
emergency. 

The concept of a price ceiling 
is already familiar to us as a re- 
sult of our own World War. ex- 
perience. Prices are not fixed or 
frozen; an upper limit alone is set. -

1S. SEIZURE OF 19 


Step Taken Early This 
Year in Hawaiian Waters 
— Espionage Activities 
Alleged. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).— 
The seizure of 19 Japanese fish- 
ing boats. in Hawaiian waters 
early this year was disclosed to- 
day by the Treasury Department. 

Although the vessels were seized 
by customs agents on charges of 
false registry, several authorita- 
tive officials here alleged that the 
ships had been employed in 
espionage work. 

Customs officers reported that, 
at the time of the seizures, no sus- 
picious equipment was found on 
the craft. Other informed sources, 
however, asserted that during the 
period the ships were under inves- 
tigation, it was established that 
they had carried expensive radio 
and photographic equipment, to- 
gether with navigational charts of 
a type unconnected with fisher- 
men’s work. 

These sources further alleged 
that most of the ships involved 
had at least one member of the 
Japanese naval reserve in its 
crew. 

The seizures took place between 
Feb. 28 and March 3, and appar- 
ently were unrelated to any of the 
more recent developments in re- 
lations between the United States 
and Japan. 

Six of the seized vessels already 
have been declared forfeited to the 
United States Government. Sev- 
enty-one Japanese fishermen and 
three Honolulu fishing companies 
were indicted on the false registry 
charges. 

Vague reports of Japanese naval 
officers posing as fishermen have 
been recurrent along the Pacific 
Coast for many years, and it was 
learned that the seizures this 
spring culminated several years of 
work by agents investigating such 
reports. 

The investigation was under di- 
rection of William Jennings Bryan 
Jr., son of the great political fig- 
ure of bygone years. Bryan is now 
collector of customs at Los An- 
geles. 

The disclosure of the seizures 
was made in the annual report by 
Elmer L. Irey, co-ordinator of 
treasury law enforcement activi- 
ties. 

He explained that a 1783 law 
prohibits anyone bvt an American 
from owning an American flag ship. 
Investigation, he said, showed that 
the real owners of the boats were 
Japanese citizens. 


The indictments charged con- 
spiracy to violate United States 
navigation laws by the use of false 
bills of sale and false managing 
owners’ oaths in registering the 
vessels, Irey’s report said. 


“Many of the Japanese involved 
in this conspiracy,” it continued, 
“had American-born Japanese 
wives and American-born Jap- 
anese children and relatives. Plac- 
ing the registry of their boats un- 
der the names of such relatives, 
they sought to evade the United 
States navigation laws. In some 
instances these Japanese lived in 
Japan, in others they made regu- 
lar trips to Japan, ostensibly to 
get medical treatment or to take 
the baths.” —

The bill would vest the prise 
control power in the President and 
give him authority to designate 
whatever administrative agency he 
deemed advisable. Legislators said 
there might be controversy on 
that point because many members 
of Congress felt that such broad 
powers should be granted only 
to agencies of Congress. 


Conference on Autos. 


William 8S. Knudsen and Leon 
Henderson, who have differed over 
methods of curtailing automobile 
production, conferred jointly yes- 
terday with representatives of the 
industry and agreed that output 
during the next three months prob- 
ably would have to be cut more 
than 20 per cent. 

The director of the Office of 
Production Management and the 
administrator of prices and civilian 
supply called on automobile 
makers to submit additional in- 
formation on truck output and on 
the timing of the transfer of la- 
bor to the two billion dollars worth 
of defense work which the indus- 
try has undertaken.

An oral agreement designed to 
prevent frther labor dispute 
delays in construction of the $93,- 
000,000 small arms ammunition 
plant at Goodfellow boulevard and 
Bircher s reet was reached early 
today by representatives of the 
Army, the Office of Production 
Management, and the interested 
unions and contractors, following 
termination of a four-day strike of 
2700 AFL laborers which cost 7500 
workmen $247,000 in wages. 

Work at the plant was resumed 
today, with 1000 men reporting 
for work at midnight, and about 
4500 on duty at 8 a. m. A few 
employes on the 4 p. m. to mid- 
night shift did not work last night 
because they had not yet been 
notified of the abrupt end of the 
walkout. 

Union officials agreed to end the 
strike, which was precipitated by 
the summary discharge of two 
ice haulers for alleged loafing, 
after Joseph Keenan, assistant to 
OPM associate director Sidney 
Hillman, telephoned a_ vigorous 
plea from Chicago that work be 
resumed immediately because of 
the vital importance of the am- 
munition plant to the national de- 
fense program. The laborers’ strike 
had prevented other crafts en- 
gaged on the project from continu- 
ing work. 

Keenan flew to St. Louis to con- 
duct a conference last night at 
which the issue of the walkout was 
to be settled. About four hours of 
discussion found both union offi- 
cials and representatives of the 
contractors adamant in their 
stands, but both finally agreed 
shortly before 1 a. m. to the estab- 
lishment of a permanent media-

Counsel Admits Errors in 


‘Tables on “Newspaper | 


Stations’—Testimony on 
Them to Be Heard.

On newspaper ownership of radio 
stations was challenged today by 


Sydney M. Kaye, counsel for’ the 
newspaper-radio committee. This 
committee represents about 125 of 
the major newspapers which own 
and operate radie stations. 

Kaye asserted, when the hearing 
was resumed today, that at least 17 
out of nearly 300 broadcasting sta- 
tions listed by the commission as 
“newspaper station” had no con- 
nection with newspapers; that 
these 17 included some of the larg- 
es stations and if they had been 
excluded the commission’s exhib- 
it: showing revenue and profits of 
newspaper stations would have 
been materially affected. For this 
reason all the commission’s exhib- 
its were incompetent as evidence, 
Kaye argued. 

Commission Counsel David Lloyd 
admitted the tables contained er- 
rors, but asked that they be marked 
as exhibits, subject to correction. 
Commission Chairman James Law- 
rence Fly said that obviously the 
tables could not be accepted as 
evidence in their present form, but 
would be marked for identification 
and testimony concerning them 
would be heard. 

As prepared, the tables showed 
the average profit for “newspaper 
stations” were somewhat higher 
than for stations not affiliated 
with newspapers. Kaye suggested 
there should be a clear definition 
of what constitutes newspaper af- 
filiation when applied to a radio 
station. As to many of the sta- 
tions so classified by commission 
witnesses, Kaye said, the newspa- 
per interest was remote and in- 
significant. 

The purpose of the hearing is 
to provide the commission with in- 
formation on which it will deter- 
mine whether it will make special 
rules concerning future licensing of 
radio stations to newspaper own- 
ers, or recommend legislation to 
Congress on this subject. 

At later sessions testimony will 
be presented showing the part 
played by newspapers in develop- 
ment of radio broadcasting.

Hints in Newspapers. 


Only occasional hints of the ex- 
tent of this turmoil penetrate the 
curtain drawn by the Germans and 
the Italians around the entire Bal- 
kan region. Most of these may be 
read between the lines in judg- 
ments against “Communist agita- 
tors” and “Jews,” but the German- 
language papers in the area also 
provide some hints. 


Not long ago they announced 
that two members of Dr, Pave- 
litch’s Ustaschi guard, including 
his aid-de-camp, had been killed 
and that mourning had been or- 
dered as a result. From time to 
time come reports of summary 
judgments against Communists— 
13 shot in Belgrade; 590 blackout 
offenders punished in eight days 
in Zagreb; a young man condemned 
to death for shouting, “Long Live 
Russia.” A horribly mutilated body 
was found near a woods and for 
this the Ustaschi brought to trial 
an engineer, a lawyer, a professor, 
a journalist, some bank employes 
and “other Jews.” 


Dr. Pavelitch and the Ustaschi, 
according to the reports reaching 
here, have less than 15 per cent of 
the population supporting them. 
So far, these reports continue, the 
Croatian peasantry has simply 
been passive, taking little or no 
part in the “New Order.” Dr. 
Viadimir Matchek, leader of the 
Croatian Peasant party, who joined

Supplies Scarce. 


Three months have passed since 
Yugoslavia was engulfed, but the 
situation not only in Croatia but 
throughout the rest of the area is 
vague and uncertain. Boundaries 
are indefinite, often still unde- 
scribed. Population movements, 
compulsory and otherwise, are 
considerable. As in other areas 
into which the Germans have gone, 
supplies are becoming scarce. Most 
of the items already are rationed 
in Croatia. 


In that section of Slovenia which 
the Germans have taken over, the 
Nazifying process is being vigor- 
ously pushed. Street signs and 
business concerns are losing their 
former nationality and becoming 
German. Many of the Slovenes 
themselves have been compelled to 
travel south. The buzzsaw of Ger- 
man efficiency has set to work on 
everything. 

Italian Slovenia, on the other 
hand, has been less thoroughly as- 
similated. Its signs still appear in 
both languages and its Italian-im- 
posed civil administration has been 
less strict.

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Reporter Recalls ‘Romantic Corfu” 
As Bombed Isle of Devastation 


Tells of Final ‘Attack Before Military Occu- 
pation—Boy Bugler Braved Raiders to 
Sound Warning to Elders. | 


By ROBERT ST. JOHN 
Associated Press War Corre- 
spondent. 

NEW~* YORK, July %2.—They 
have written songs and novels and 
poems about romantic Corfu, but 


there was nothing romantic about 
the place last April. 

It was an island of lost people. 
They knew that any day the planes 
would start unloading their cap- 
sules of death, and then the steel- 
helmeted troops of the invader 
would come, and life as they had 
known it would end. 

The city of Corfu was a place 
of desolation. Normally it housed 
40,000 people. Now most of them 
had scattered into the country. 
Those who were left had gone into 
hiding. 

The city fathers opened up some 
of the ancient catacombs which 
wind far down into the earth as 


took mattresses and what food 
they had saved into those dark, 


of the time, except when they came 
out occasionally to be sure their 
homes had not yet been occupied 
by the enemy. 

We were tired and we wanted 
to sleep and eat. When the sirens 
went off and we heard the drone 
of planes up in the sky we pre- 
tended we weren’t afraid of them 
and tried to go about our business, 
but angry Greeks grabbed our 
arms and forced us down into the 
catacombs. They thought if you 
went right on walking down the 
street you would attract the bomb- 
ers. 

It was just as well because the 
bombs soon were falling where 
we had been promenading. 

The air in those dark tunnels 
was so vile, because there was 
no ventilation of any kind, that 
we stood in the entranceway. 
That is how I happened to see the 
boy bugler of Corfu. 

He stood on a parapet of an old 
fortress, silhouetted against the 
bright blue spring sky. He was 
only 12 or 14 years old. His face 
was olive-colored. His legs and 
arms were almost black from the 
sun. He was barefooted. 

While older people hid, the boy 
bugler: stood there, a hostage to 
fate. He kept twisting his head 
from side to side, watching for 
the planes. When he saw them ap- 
proaching he put a dented old 
bugle to his lips and sounded a 
clear, loud call of warning. 

I saw one bomb fall directly on 
the fortress. Pieces of stone flew in 
all directions. But the boy bugler 
ignored them and went on sound- 
ing his signals. 

I lost sight of him after that 
because suddenly a bomb landed 
within a few rods of our tunnel, 
knocking me flat on my back. 
, After dark we stumbled around 
in the wreckage on the quays try- 
ing to find a ship to take us to 
the mainland. We hadn’t been able 
to find communications in Corfu 
and it was certain that we had 
to continue moving fast if we 
wanted to stay ahead of the Axis 
forces. 

Finally we located a _  20-ton 
Greek food ship. It was being load- 
ed with thousands of loaves of 
black peasant bread for the Greek 
troops in Prebeza, just across the 
Ionian Sea from Corfu. 

The skipper agreed to take us 
along. They would set out when 
the last loaf was loaded. But there 
were still a few dozen gunny sacks 
of bread on the dock when an ex- 
cited official came running up, 
took the skipper by the arm and 
walked away with him, jabbering 
like mad. 

The skipper came back alone, He} 
started barking orders. We lay on 
the deck wondering what it was all 
about. Suddenly we saw the bread 
being hauled out of the hold and 
off the ship. 


The excited official had brought | 


word to the skipper that Axis 
forces had made an amazing ad- 
vance that day. Prebeza probably 
would be occupied before we could 
get there. No one knew where to 
send the bread now. No one knew 
just where the retreating Greek 
forces would be by the time the 
food ship got across to the main- 
land. So the skipper had been 
forced to forget the bread and sail 
away quickly for some safe port 
to save his ship from capture by 
the Italians, because Corfu would 
fall soon. 

And so we sailed. 

That morning, out on the Ionian 
Sea, we watched the final bombing 


blasted the way—for military occu- 
pation of the island. | 

We kept wondering, while we 
leaned over the rail of the vessel, 
and watched the flames and the 
smoke rising, about the boy bugler

No Deadline Set. 


No deadline, he continued, had 
been set for the conclusion of these 
negotiations, and he emphasized 
that the board’s recommendations 
still would hold if no agreement 
could be reached by the union 
and company officials.

The signed agreement with 
Spencer Olin was reached after 
Dr. Frank P. Graham, acting 
chairman of the board, and Wy- 
zanski had conferred for an hour 
and a half with Spencer Olin, John 
Olin and their attorney, R. H. 
McRoberts. 


Dr. Graham, who is president of 
the University of North Carolina, 
told the company executives that 
the cases was no longer a meer la- 
bor dispute and that if the board’s 
recommendations were rejected it 
would become a controversy be- 
twesn the company and the United 
States Government. The dispute 
has exhausted all .the successive 
steps set up by the Government 
except a report to the White House. 
It has passed through the Labor 
Relations Board, a panel of the 
Defense Mediation Board and come 
before the board. The next step, 
as provided by board’s rules, would 
have been reference to the Presi- 
dent and the War Department 
with the board’s recommendations. 


The board considered it one of 
its most difficult cases. 


Question of Union Security. 


Dr. Graham's lecture to the 
company officers was perhaps the 
more severe because they had 
again raised the question of “union 
security” in their negotiations with 
the labor leaders after the board 
members believed this issue had 
been settled. “Union security” is 
a general term and guarantees 
the “permanency of union mem- 
bership” as of a certain day. Per- 
sons who are union members on 
that day must retain their mem- 
bership in good standing, but 
non-union members cannot be 
forced to join the union. This for- 
mula, which “freezes” the union 
membership, was worked out by 
the panel after the company in- 
sisted that no worker should be 
forced into a union and that em- 
ployers should have the right to 
select employes. The East Alton 
local had originally asked for a 
“union” shop. 

“Union security.” Wyzanski dis- 
closed, had been the principal topic 
in the negotiations Monday night 
and yesterday, and by lunch time 
yesterday little progress had been 
made in the negotiations. 


Wyzanski said the discharge of 
two union men at the East Alton 
plant and the threatened strike 
had not delayed the signing of the 
agreement. It was pointed out to 
the Olins that of all times this 
was an inappropriate moment to 
discharge a union member. Spen- 
cer Olin premised to investigate the 
circumstances immediately on his 
arrival at East Alton. 


Spencer Olin left Washington by 
plane last night and John Olin 
and McRoberts left by train.

TO BE PUT IN SERVICE TODAY 


Italian Freighter, Least Damaged 
of 28 Vessels, to Take 
Cargo at Norfolk. 3 

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).— 
The first of 30 Axis ships seized 
by the United States will go into 
active service today, the Maritime 
Commission announced. 

The Italian freighter Clara, on 
which repairs have been completed 
under supervision of the commis- 
sion, will start loading cargo at 
Norfolk, Va. 

The Clara was the least dam- 
aged of 27 Italian and one Ger- 
man ships which were sabotaged 
by their crews before United 
States authorities took them into 
protective custody last March. It 
has not been determined whether 
the two other seized Axis vessels 
were damaged. The commission 
estimated it would cost about $6,-

Chamber Agrees to Limit

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).—

Some Republicans denounced the 
ironclad procedure as “gag rule,” 
but other minority members told 
the House that it had been cus- 
tomary, even under Republican ad- 
ministrations, to adopt similar tac- 
ties for the consideration of com- 
plex revenue measures. 


Opposition by Fish. 


Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, leading the opposition to the 
special procedure, said the meas- 
ure “doubles and triples taxes” on 
“the 5 per cent of the people who 
pay all the taxes.” 

This 5 per cent, he continued, 
was composed of those who made 
from $3000 to $30,000 a year. 

“It is picking the gold right out 
of their teeth,” Fish said. 

Under opposition pressure, the 
Rules Committee earlier in the day 
agreed to modify previously planned 
procedure so as to permit a sepa- 
rate vote on the joint returns is- 
sue.

How the $300,000,000 would be 
made up should the House elim- 
inate the mandatory joint return 
would be up to the Senate, Ray- 
burn said, unless the Ways and 
Means Committeee wanted to of- 
fer substitute levies. But Chair- 
man Daughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of that committee, indi- 
cated the committee would not do 
that. 

Under present law, married 
pairs have the discretion of filing 
joint or separate returns. In an 
effort to keep upper bracket tax- 
payers from escaping higher sur- 
taxes by dividing their income 
among husband and wife, joint 
returns were provided for in the 
bill. 

It was argued that of 3,041,624 
married pairs filing returns in 
1938, 2,866,026, or more than 94 
per cent, chose voluntarily to file 
joint returns, and only 175,598, or 
5.77 per cent, elected to file sep- 
arate returns.

However, Germany probably dis- 
poses very considerable reserves 
in Central and Western Eu- 
rope which can be called on to 
some extent without undue weak- 
ening’ of its control of the occu- 
pied countries, and it may very 
well be that a new German of- 
fensive may succeed: certainly 
such an offensive must be tried, 
and tried very quickly. Should 
August pass without a marked 
change in the German favor, the 
German cause at home and abroad 
might suffer seriously indeed. 

What seems clear enough is that 
the Russian army owes its pres- 
ent degree of success to careful 
study of German methods of at- 
tack,and preparation of the prop- 
er plans and means for dealing 
with them. For the first time, the 
Germans have been met by an 
army trained and equipped not 
for the war of 1918, but for the 
war of 1941. We hear a good deal 
of the Russian guerrilla tactics 
behind the lines, but this is not 
the whole explanation; distances, 
bad roads and bad weather have 
played their part, but when all is 
said and done the Germans have 
been fought to a standstill by a 
Russian army fighting better and 
harder than any army which has 
hitherto faced the German onset.

CHURCHILL'S WARNING ON INVASION

HEY call the Fuehrer “Lucky 

Hitler” in Germany, because 

so many of his colossal gam- 
hles have come off. He will need 
all his luck to smash the Russians. 
Even if he succeeds, there is 
great doubt whether he would 
have time to reorganize his forces 
for an invasion of England before 
Winter.

OW that the Japanese are in 
NY inco-china almost every one, 

including Senator Wheeler, sees 
that the United States cannot af- 
ford to stand by while Japan de- 
velops her position and organizes 
her power for the mastery of Asia 
and the Western Pacific. It is 
plain to almost every one that, if 
the Japanese imperial power is not 
checked now, it will become so 
great that it cannot be checked at 
all. It is plain that Japan has not 
been and will not be checked by 
our expressions of moral disap- 
proval, and that, therefore, we 
have had to choose either to let 
Japan get ready for the conquest 
of the whole Western Pacific, in- 
cluding the Philippines, or to 
strike a blow aimed at the eco- 
nomic heart of Japan and intend- 
ed, not to annoy Japan, but to 
paralyze her. 

It would be a dangerous delusion 
to approve the President’s freezing 
order ‘without a full realization 
that it is meant to be a deadly 
blow at the power of Japan, and 
that in a conflict of this sort a 
blow should never be struck if it 
hurts but does not go home. 
Therefore, if the freezing is not 
sufficient to paralyze Japan, or 
conceivably to cause a real change 
in’ policy in Tokyo, other measures 
must necessarily follow quickly. 
Thus we find ourselves on the 
edge of embargo, and then to 
blockade, and then of war.

HE Japanese have arrived in 
Indo-China without firing a 
shot. They are there under an 
agreement with the Vichy govern- 
ment. Our whole posé@tion in the 
South Pacific is gravely imperiled, 
the Philippines are almost encir- 
cled, the resources of the South 
Seas are menaced, because the 
Vichy government is collaborating 
with Japan and the Axis against 
Britain, China and the United 
States. The Vichy government has 
delivered to Japan, along with 
words of incomparable hypocrisy,

It is hardly conceivable, then, 
that Vichy will refuse to deliver 
to Hitler the strategic key posi- 
tions in the South Atlantic, Vichy 
is certainly more completely sold 
to Hitler than to Japan, and what 
has just been done in Indo-China 
is a certain forecast, and a dress 
rehearsal, of what is being pre- 
pared in French Africa. The gov- 
ernment of Vichy has opened the 
South Pacific to Japan and will 
open the South Atlantic to Hitler.

HIS situation in which we find 

ourselves is not due either to 
the President's strong language 
about the Axis Powers or to the 
lease-lend bill and our policy of 
aiding Britain and China. Mr. Lan- 
don and others have tried to argue 
that we are close to war because 
of the acts of the United States 
Government. They are demon- 
strably mistaken. The United 
States is gravely threatened in 
both oceans not because of any 
warlike act on our part but be- 
cause 12 months ago when France 
fell we were prevented by isola- 
tionist sentiment from taking the 
necessary measures to prevent 
what is now happening.

1940 allowed ourselves to send a

HE recent order stopping sub- 
way trains in evening and per- 
mitting women, children and 
elderly persons to enter the sub- 
ways for protection against pos- 
sible bombing attacks has brought 
comfort to many. 


Before the order was issued 
trains continued running until the 
alarm sounded. This meant a last- 
minute rush of thousands into the 
subways. Now, shelter-seekers are 
allowed to enter all evening. 
Though there were no raids Sun- 
day night or Monday morning, peo- 
ple who slept in the subways felt 
well repaid -for their trouble be- 
cause their sleep was not inter- 
rupted by an air raid alarm. 


Other types of shelters are base- 
ments of apartment houses and 
commercial buildings. These are 
usually crowded within a few min- 
utes after an alarm sounds. 


Sandbags at Outles. 


Communal life in the Soviet 
Union .places the great majority of 
citizens in apartment houses. Rela- 
tively few individual dwellings ex- 
ist. For that reason virtually all 
shelters are of the public type 
and not the family type. The So- 
viet Government several weeks ago 
stated that Moscow shelters were 
distinctly good and distinctly bad. 
The good ones are the subway 
tubes. 


Since the war began many base- 
ment type shelters have been 
strengthened with heavy support- 
ing timbers, and all outlets other 
than exits have been sandbagged. 
Sandbagging of store fronts and 
windows was non-existent five 
weeks ago, but now the work is 
nearly completed. Most of the 
sandbagging is done by women and

R. WILLKIE is alarmed at the con- 
| fusion that exists in Washington, but 
'- Yam perturbed no end at the state of 
affairs here at Fort Leonard Wood. 

Five weeks ago, we were somewhat 
elated to learn that we had been assigned 
to this engineers’ training replacement 
center, feeling certain that no branch 
eof the service could be more important 
in this man’s modern army. 

Though most of us shed tears when 
we had to leave home, we were deter- 
mined to make the best of a bad situa- 
tion because we thought defense neces- 
sary. We were even more determined 
when they told us that, because of the 
emergency, our regular 13-week course 
would be cut down to 10 weeks and 
possibly eight. 

Now, after five weeks, the group that 
felt so important and so vital to our 
national defense is a disgruntied and 
disgusted lot. The morale here is amaz- 
ingly low. We feel that five weeks have 
been wasted! 

It seems to me that we are dramatiz- 
ing the type of warfare used about the 
time Grant took Richmond. We, too, 
are experts at policing up the area. We 
polish our old-style Springfield rifles re- 
*  ligiously, and now we can hike for miles 

with either a full or a combat pack. 

Most of our time, however, is spent 
in digging (with picks and shovels) 
holes and trenches of all descriptions. 

We dig triangular trenches, trapezoidal 

trenches, and we have mastered the art 

ef digging both Class A and Class B 

trenches. (It seems altogether possible 
*. that within another week we may be able 
| to dig Class C trenches.) 

Invariably and reluctantly, we dig, dig, 
dig, tearing to pieces those rocky Ozarks, 
waiting patiently for the non-commis- 
sioned officers in charge to rouse from 
their slumber, blow their whistles and 
give the order to refill the holes. 

Upon inquiry, a Lieutenant explained 
to me that we were being drilled. in 
anti-tank warfare. But, in actual com- 
bat, must we attempt to stop the mech- 
anized enemy with a pick and shovel? 

One day this week, we hiked to the 
woods, clad ourselves with branches from 
oak trees, and paraded through the for- 
est. It reminded me of the moving trees 
immortalized in Shakespeare’s “Mac- 
beth.” 

They tell us it is an American army— 
a mechanized and a modern army. Yet 
we have never ridden in a truck, and 
we have never seen a bugler or an 
American flag since we were inducted 
five weeks ago today! I've read of library 
and recreationa] facilities in other camps, 
but I’ve never seen or heard of any such 
conveniences here. 

I've read of the lost battalion; I’ve 
witnessed the lost camp—Fort Leonard 
Wood.

CHURCHILL’S UNFORTUNATE REMARK. 


Appearing before the House of Commons yester- 
day, Winston Churchill said: : 

The United States, the greatest single Power, 
is giving us aid on a gigantic scale and is 
advancing in rising wrath and conviction to the 
very verge of war. 

It is both understandable and exceedingly regretta- 
ble that the British Prime Minister should have 
taken it upon himself to make this statement. 

It is understandable because Mr. Churchill was 
opening the debate on British war production and 
thus spoke officially as the responsible head of the 
British Government to Parliament. In this capacity, 
he sought to make a full report to the Commons on 
the war situation and American relations to it. 

But, however good Mr. Churchill's intentions may 

have been, it is exceedingly regrettable that these 
words came from his lips. The good and sufficient 
reason is the fact that the British Prime Minister is 
not the authority for statements like that on behalf 
of the American people. 
‘ We have our own responsible Government. We 
have our President and our Congress. If anyone 
is to say to the world that this country “is advanc- 
ing in rising wrath and conviction to the very 
verge of war,” it is the Chief Executive of the United 
States. It is the elected official who holds a com- 
mission from the American people. It is not the 
Prime Minister of Great Britain, who sits in Parlia- 
ment as the member from Epping. 

And if any assembly is to hear and judge a state- 
ment like that, it is not the members of the _Brit- 
ish Parliament but the Representatives and Sena- 
tors whom the American people have sent to Con- 
gress. If a statement of that sort is to be issued, 
and that in itself is a grave question, the dateline 
should be Washington, not London. 

Mr. Churchill's assumption—for he has said some- 
thing which President Roosevelt has not yet gone 
so far as to say—is doubly bad. It is bad for Eng- 
land because it inevitably will suggest to many 
Americans that the British are counting on an 
American expeditionary force in addition to the gen- 
erous aid in the form of arms and supplies which is 
now being provided. 

Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, British commander- 
in-chief in the Middle East, told American corre- 
spondents in Cairo a month ago, that for victory, 
Britain would “finally” require America’s “men.” 
A few days later, Lieut. Gen. Sir Claude J. E. 
Auchinleck, also interviewed in Egypt, said that 
American “manpower” would be just as necessary 
as in the World War. Now, the British Prime Min- 
ister says almost as much in other words. It is bad, 
in short, for the policy of aid to Britain, which 
Americans by and large indorse. 

But it is even worse in its relation to unity in 
the United States. One of our chief problems is to 
conduct our foreign affairs in such a way as eventu- 
ally to win the approval and support of those who 
now dissent. We live in a democracy, and in a de- 
mocracy compliance is achieved by discussion and 
persuasion among its members. By no stretch of 
the imagination can that end be furthered by hav- 
ing the head of the British Government make policy- 
shaping declarations for the American people. 

This should need to be pointed out only once. The 
British are such sticklers for form and the ameni- 
ties that we may expect future pronouncements of 
this grave character to come direct from Washing- 
ton, not by way of London. 
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THAT TRAMP HOMING PIGEON. 

The episode reported yesterday ought to be a 
lesson to all homing pigeons that are tempted to loaf 
on the job. An Irvington (N. J.) pigeon-fancier re- 
leased 12 of the birds at Goshen, N. Y., back in 1929, 
but they didn’t come home. Then an elderly pigeon, 
found this week in an Irvington coal bin, was iden- 
tified as one of the original dozen, and taken back to 
the old loft. But what did he find? That the place 
was overrun with canaries, for the owner had grown 
disgusted with pigeons as a hobby and turned to less 
temperamental birds. ' 

Probably it’s a deadly bore for a homing pigeon 
always to make a beeline back to headquarters, but 
that’s a homing pigeon’s special business in life. If 
it wants to sit around in the treetops, or dig worms, 
or go south for the winter, or step out with a 
luscious squab, or gossip in the park with the other 
birds, then it had better give up its franchise and 
become a roustabout. This Irvington pigeon showed 


it had no more sense of responsibility than a eanary 


or an English sparrow. Its gross neglect of duty 
is a disgrace to the whole homing pigeon family. 

And what happened to its 11 no-account com- 
panions? We can’t guess, unless they migrated to 
Missouri, whose Legislature recently ended a session 
in which passage of a bill for their breed’s protection 
was a high mark of achievement.

OTTO HELLER, END OR BEGINNING? 

With the death of Otto Heller, St. Louis lost 
another of the heroes of its Golden Age—those van- 
ished days when the eult of good food and good talk 
flourished under the priesthood of Tony Faust and 
William Marion Reedy. 

As professor of modern European literature and 
as Dean of the Graduate School, Dr. Heller dominat- 
ed the Washington University campus for 46 years. 
For a time he filled Post-Dispatch columns with out- 
of-the-ordinary book reviews—the kind that drew 
letters from authors. 

He was an early and faithful disciple of Ibsen 
and of the Ibsen spirit which, after all the mustiness 
of the nineteenth century, opened the windows of 
the Western mind to great gusts of clean, fresh air. 

Unlike so many men who study books, instead 
of merely reading them, Dr. Heller never for. a mo- 
ment believed that all life was to be found in the 
library stacks. He was too lusty for that. And so 
were all those who, with him, made the St. Louis 
of a few decades ago throb with a lively artistic 
and intellectual awareness. 

Those were good days. But as time’s winged 
chariot carries off their protagonists one by one, 
there are too many sighs. There is too easy an as- 
sumption of finality, too ready a “good-by to all 
that.”

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SPEAKER OSBURN ON SLUSH FUNDS. 

Are Missouri lobbyists responsible for the raising 
of slush funds for legislative purposes? Or do some 
legislators inspire these funds by pressure on groups 
interested in certain legislation? And who gets the 
money—the lobbyists or the legislators? 

These important questions rise out of the charges 
and countercharges concerning irregularities at the 
recent session. Speaker. Morris E. Osburn of the 
House thinks lobbyists are considerably more re- 
sponsible than are legislators. In his view, “The 
slush-fund racket is used by unscrupulous promoters 
to line their pockets through the gullibility of certain 
business interests which seem to have been sold on 
the idea that every bill affecting their welfare must 
be accompanied by a slush fund.” , 

Possibly thefe are instances in which the lobbyist 
promoted the slush fund, and pocketed the proceeds, 
while pretending to his clients that he had to grease 
palms in order to obtain the desired legislative action. 
Any such skulduggery should be exposed for what it 
is—obtaining money under false pretenses. 


There have been so many reports, however, of leg- | 


islators who solicited money, who promised a certain 
bill would be killed or passed if “the boys” got a 
handout, who asked for “at least a suit of clothes” 
in return for a favor, that it would be a grave mis- 
take to center all the fire on any lobbyists who have 
been guilty of sharp practices. 

Mr. Osburn may be credited with sincerity in his 
defense of legislators and his attack upon lobbyists. 
But his is merely an opinion, undocumented and un- 
substantiated. It is one more statement proving 
the need for a searching investigation of the whole 
business, so that the people may have the facts, and 
any offending lobbyists or legislators may be exposed 
and duly punished, while the guiltleas are vindicated. 

Gov. Donnell is making a careful review of the 
available evidence, as is proper. With the investi- 
gative resources of the Attorney General's office and 
the Cole County authorities available, and an ample 
State fund on hand, it will be inexcusable, however, 
if the scandals are not probed to the botton. 

The Legislature turned its back on such an investi- 
gation. Yet the issue did not die; instead, more 
reports of irregularities have been made since ad- 
journment. Certainly the State cannot afford to 
shirk its responsibility as the Legislature did.

CLIMAX OF A GOOD MOVEMENT. 

Gov. Donnell reprieved some 2300 persons yester- 
day in one gesture of executive clemency. The 2300 
are babies who will be born in the coming year. 

Until Gov. Donnell signed the baby health bill, 
these babies were doomed, according to medical sta- 
tistics, to be born dead, blind or otherwise disabled 
by the ravages of syphilis. The baby health bill can 
save almost all of these babies, doctors believe, by 
its provision for tests and treatments, where needed, 
of expectant mothers. 

Passage of the baby health bill is one of the 
few shining achievements of the late Legislature. 
With Gov. Donnell’s signature, the law is ready to 
work, and the first stage of a broad attack on 
venereal disease in Missouri is completed. 
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A WILD AND HARMFUL UTTERANCE. 

Senator D. Worth Clark of Idaho says that the 
United States should rule the Amerieas. Taking the 
view that our “good neighbor” policy has failed, he 
proposes that we set up puppet governments in the 
Latin American countries; in other words, that we 
take a leaf from the Japanese in Manchuria and 
China, Hitler in Norway and France, and so on. 

Senator Clark is within his rights in making this 
wild statement. But he is also far outside the bounds 
of reason. What he advocates is so preposterous 
that it would be unworthy of notice were it not for the 
attention it will have in the lower half of the hemi- 
sphere. For there are South Americans who have 
misread the intentions of the United States below the 
Equator. They will take the Clark proposal as rep- 
resentative of the true feelings of the United States, 
when in truth it could not be more unrepresentative. 

If the Clark statement accords with the notions 
of anyone, it is Hitler’s propaganda makers. In 
any case, it was reported in Berlin yesterday that 
“authorized German sources” predicted “sensational 
revelations” in the next day or two to prove that 
the United States aims to make South America a 
“colonial dependency.” 

The Idaho Senator could hardly have chosen a 
worse field in which to make a worse declaration. 
With the Nazis courting South America, he certainly 
eould not have chosen a worse time. It will take 
a lot to repair the damage he has done, for his state- 
ment doubtless is conspicuous in the headlines /in 
Buenos Aires, Santiago, Rio and Montevideo, 

President Roosevelt and Acting Secretary of State 
Welles have acted wisely in immediately repudiating 
the Clark statement, fantastic ag it is. 
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BIGGER THAN THE EMPIRE STATE BUILDING. 
Among the various and sundry things to be pro- 
vided for the army, navy and Maritime Commission 
with the eight billion dollars which the President 
asked of Congress the other day ig a new office 
building for the War Department. 

It is to be built in Virginia, just outside the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. It is to cost $35,000,000. It is 
to provide space for 40,000 workers, And it is to be. 
twice as big as the Empire State Building. 

The moral in this object lesson in vastness? 
Simply this: that the Congress and the President 
should not allow themselves to lose their sense of 
perspective amidst all this bigness, all this talk of 
billions. They should be ever conscious of what it 
means to add three zeroes to a figure already big. 

There can be no economizing on defense. We can- 
not afford an army or navy almost big enough to 
win. Neither can we afford not to make every pen- 
ny go just as far as possible. We cannot afford 
to let inefficiency, waste and downright graft go 
undetected under the cover of astronomical figures,

Writer questions whether Latin American peoples believe in our 
motives; past North American exploitation is remembered; U. S. 
tourists and lecturers irritate hosts, while Germans know how to 
cultivate them; urges viewing’ policy realistically, as self-defense.

HAVE found many of my heroes, Amer- 
| iean as well as British, present as well 

as past, frankly debunked in Latin Amer- 
ica. Policies which I had thought proved 
America a peaceful nation, whose leaders 
cared nothing for the exploitation or domi- 
nation of.other lands, now are regarded by 
the Latins as mere press talk. 

The best example, perhaps, is the eco- 
nomic rule exerted over the Caribbean area 
by American interests. Back home, we hear 
proudly that our capital has “developed” 
these countries, little guessing the privileges 
which attach to that development. 

Cuba, for instance, a one-crop country, 
depends upon sugar. Americans, with more 
than a billion dollars invested in the island, 
control this staple. And since Cuba’s poli- 
ties, business and daily life revolve about 
sugar, the men who control this crop have 
controlled Cuba. 

Nicaragua, the gold country, is mined 
principally by Americans. Honduras, Guate- 
mala and Costa Rica know well the power 
of the American fruit growers who farm 
their fertile coast lands. 

Courtesy effectively screens the Latin’s 
real attitude toward the “Colossus of the 
North.” Men bow graciously and women 
smile over their fans. ‘ 

The truth is that your host, in his heart, 
is scared—too many Americans already have 
come his way. Only by the most long- 
proved sincerity will you win his hesitant 


trust; only by unspeakable kindness can > 


you convince him that you differ from the 
average tourist, who, anxious to see every- 
thing in a day, has often overrun the quiet 


of his native life. 
- * * 


Not long ago, we loaked east and saw 
war; turning south, we pondered. Over the 
years that neighborhood, being unfamiliar 
to us, had been slightly distasteful, so we 
had simply made the most of its natural re- 
sources and ignored its people, seeking 
our friendships elsewhere. , 

Although this made the present situation 
a little embarrassing, we mistakenly pre- 
sumed that the Latins could be flattered into 
form by a bit of gracious condescension. 
So we professed an overwhelming interest 
in that previously overlooked culture, blus- 
tered our compliments, and slipped them a 
handful of fat loans. Oh, yes, we promised 
from now on to be a “good neighbor.” All 
this we called Pan-Americanism, and 


‘thought it the cleverest cure-all we had ever 


conceived. 

Latins, too, had seen the war, and under- 
stood our little ruse. They hit upon the idea 
of playing ball as long as the money last- 
ed but, in the end, avoiding any conflict 
which they felt designed to save Yankee 
imperialism. Two-timing has been diffi- 
cult, however, and one by one they have 
reluctantly signed the mutual defense pacts. 
But many of these signatures are surface 
gestures only, and the Latin heart still re- 
veals itself in anti-American outbursts. 

Shocked by such seemingly ungrateful 
demonstrations, we attribute them to the 
work of fifth columns. Actually, they are 
our own sins finding us out. The fifth col- 
umns have marched in through trails which 
we ourselves blazed by not matching the 
understanding of our enemies. 

There are old German shopkeepers in 
Latin America by the thousand, who came 
as young men, simply because they liked to 
travel. They learned the language, set up 


homes, raised families, and were careful 
never to snub the people who had shown 
them open hospitality. Their children were 
trained to be Germans, not Latins, but un- 
like American children, they were taught 
never to flaunt their nationality. 

So well did they impress Latins that Nazi 
agents, coming years later, copied their at- 
titudes. They joined forces with native anti- 
American groups and have capitalized on 
both the ill will strewn by unthinking Amer- 
icans and the good will sown by the old- 
time Germans. 

The id will and the good will have fully 
matured. Grudges built over half a cen- 
tury cannot be erased by Uncle Sam’s last- 
minute grandiose gestures. Nor will the 
trust tendered pre-Hitler Germans be shat- 
tered overnight by frightening tales of the 
new Germany. 

” * s 

Hitler does not greatly terrorize the Latin, 
anyway, because in these countries dictators 
are nothing new. The average Latin re- 
spects outright force. His hate he reserves 
for the meddling big brother and the “bet- 
ter than thou” manner in which Americans 
do business. He frankly detests clubwom- 
en and reporters who hilariously dash 
around the hemisphere and think they have 
done 20 countries up brown in 60 days. 

We started too late and have advanced 
too awkwardly to win the respect which 
Latins accord Germans. If we expect to 
hold all Latin America within our sphere of 
influence, we must recognize that our aim 
is selfish, and therefore our methods must 
be also. 

Our leaders know this. Let us, then, not 
deceive ourselves that inter-American con- 
ferences and treaties and dinner parties are 
arranged for the common good of any par- 
ticipators except the 48 United States. Let 
us recognize that Nelson Rockefeller’s Of- 
fice for the Co-ordination of Commercial 
and Cultural Relations Between the Amer- 
ican Republics is, under its present pro- 
gram, a high-pressure American salesman- 
ship organization. 

By these metnods we seek our own self- 
defense. Let’s face that fact and stop feed- 
ing on the fallacy that we are being good 
neighbors. Only by fearless self-question- 
ing, honest admissions and unbiased, un- 
prejudiced judgments can we face the truth 
about what we are doing in Latin America 
~—which is simply what it is necessary for 
us to do in order to protect our flanks in 
entering the European conflict. 


WAR COMMUNIQUE ACCURACY, 
From Periscope Department, Neweweek. 
A NALYSIS pf German and Rudsian com- 
muniques on the war up to this week 
yielded these genera] conclusions on their 
accuracy: 

The Nazi communiques, now personally 
edited by Hitler, have been relatively ac- 
curate in statements of territory conquered, 
but their claims of material taken, of 
overwhelming German superiority on land 
and in the air, have obviously been inflated. 

The Russians have been generally accu- 
rate in admission of territory lost, but have 
greatly elaborated on their claims of suc- 
cesses. The Soviets have been unusually 
frank in admitting their own losses of both 
men and planes in some communiques, but 
have wildly exaggerated German losses, 1p- 
parently to make their own seem less se- 
vere. 


War and Poverty Rule 
The Oppressed Balkans 


“The Untamed Balkans,” by Frederic W. L. Kovacs. 
(Modern Age Books, New York.) 


HE Balkans, the bridge between Europe 

and Asia, have for centuries been the 
battleground of armies and diplomats. Their 
history is one of invasion and oppression, 
of poverty and corruption, of betrayal and 
counter-betrayal. 

Alexander of Macedonia, the Greeks, the 
Romans and the Crusaders used the Balkan 
bridge for their Oriental excursions; the 
Mongol hordes, the Persians and the Turks 
used it on their Western invasions. Latins, 
Germans, Greeks, Slavs, Mongols and Turks 
have met, fought and mingled. Remnants 
from each passing army remained, giving 
the peninsula dozens of nationalities, lan- 
guages, religions and cultures. 

Politically, economically and culturally, the 
Balkan peoples have never recovered from 
the centuries of paralyzing Turkish domi- 
nation, but they have always struggled for 
liberty and self-determination. 

Numerous secret societies, such as IMRO, 
formed to throw off foreign and domestic 
oppression, might have brought the Balkan 
peoples nearer their age-old vision of in- 
dependence, but they degenerated into crim- 
inal or reactionary organizations which 
further oppressed and preyed on the peas- 
ant multitudes. 

When the Turkish Empire began to decline 
in the eighteenth century, the great Powers 
of Europe—England, France, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Italy and Czarist Russia—realiz- 
ing the strategic importance of the Balkan 
area, began to play the power politics which 
produced palace revolutions, engineered re- 
bellions, political murders, comic opera 
kings and the various Balkan wars. Rulers 
came and went almost overnight; territo- 
ries and populations were shuffled back and 
forth, and states militarily allied one year 
were at war with each other the next. The 
great Powers wanted disunity and under- 
mined every attempt at federation.

Although the Balkans are largely agricu!- 
tural and cattle-raising countries, most of 
the best land is held by the owners of vast 
estates. Illiteracy, poverty and disease 4ré 
the lot of the landless peasants, who con 
stitute two-thirds of the population. Agrar> 
an reforms, with the introduction of mod- 
ern machinery and scientific methods, aré 
erying needs, according to this books 
author, a newspaper man and a native of 
Southeastern Europe. He believes that Rus 
sia may play a decisive role in the future 
of the Balkans (the book went to press De 
fore the Russo-German war); that nation- 
alism, among other evils, must be stamped 
out to make way for a Balkan federation. 

Macedonia (now part of Yugoslavia, Bul 
garia and Greece), Rumania, Bulgar, 
Greece, Albania and Yugoslavia—these are 
the Balkans. Mr. Kovacs describes the past 
and present history, culture, economy and 
politics of each one up to 1941. 

The book is not very thick, but it covers 4 
lot of ground, nevertheless, for the author 
does not mince words. His observations of 
events and personalities are short, very 
often biting, and to the point. “The U® 
tamed Balkans” makes lively and informa- 
tive reading.

An ASCAP spokesman said the 


proposal was submitted by NBC 
and approved. by ASCAP last night, 
but was being returned today with 
the request that NBC eliminate 
certain clauses which ASCAP says 
have nothing to do with rates of 
payment for ASCAP music. 

The society’s music has been 
missing from NBC outlets since 
Jan. 1 in a dispute over payment 
rates.

stop to analyze the position. The 
Communist chief is the guiding 
force for all Soviet activities. It 
is he who not only built the Red 
army to its present strength, but 
had the vision to create vast in- 
dustrial enterprises to support this 
war machine. 

Furthermore, Stalin himself has 
been mixed with revolution and 
war since he was a youth. It is 
true that in the civil wars follow- 
ing the establishment of the Com- 
munist regime he served mainly 
as a political officer, but this didn’t 
halt his military education. Under 
the Communist scheme of affairs, 
the military and political are not 
so sharply separated as in most 
other countries. 

British Premier Churchill long 
has had the reputation of being 
a great military strategist. And 
yet his personal contact with burn- 
ing powder probably has been less 
than has Stalin’s. 

It is hard to conceive of any 
major military operation being un- 
dertaken by the British forces in 
the field without the O K of the 
Prime Minister and his advisers in 
London. Why, then, should it be 
so strange that Stalin and his 
council should be in supreme com- 
mand? Apparently they have 
merely cut out the middleman— 
the commander in chief. 

Whatever criticism there may be 
of this plan of operating, it seems 
to have worked up to this point. 
Possibly a great crisis on the bat- 
tle front might show the need of 
a high command on the ground.

TRAFFIG DEATHS INU. 
- SHOW 17 PCT. RSE 


16,810 Killed in Six Months 
—Record Indicated for 
Year. 


CHICAGO, J uly 30 (AP).—Traf- 
fic deaths in the nation during the 
first half of 1941 increased 17 per 
cent over the same period of 1940, 
a trend which the National Safety 
Council said today indicated a 
record for the year. 

The six-month total was 16,810, 
or 2390 more than the 14,420 for 
the same 1940 period. 7 

Unless the trend is checked, the 
council said, the 1941 total will ex- 
ceed 40,000, compared with last 
year’s 34,500. The last half of the 
omg invariably brings the heaviest 
oll. 

The council said the rise could 
be explained only in part by more 
travel, for travel increased only 12 
per cent, while deaths increased 
17. Consequently, the mileage 
death rate was 5 per cent higher 
than for the same period last year. 

“This is especially disturbing,” 
the council said, “since even in 
years when the traffic toll has in- 
creased, the mileage death rate has 
dropped.” 

The death increase was general 
throughout the nation, only nine 
states cutting their traffic fatali- 
ties during the first half of the 
year. 

Six-month low death rate lead- 
ers in the highest population group 
were Milwaukee, 9.2; New York, 
9.57; Boston, 9.62; Washington, 10.2. 
The St. Louis rate was 11.8.

— Dr. Frederick Eichberg, 
65 years old, Austrian scientist, in- 
ventor and engineer, died in St.

HIS is a column about three 
guys—very important guys just 
now. If it is ga-ga and senti- 

mental it has no business to be. 
Within the. hour I have had two 
teeth out. But I have enough close 
personal experience with these 
men to write about them at first- 
hand ard not on remote control. 
They are Fiorello LaGuardia and 
Bob Moses—and I couple them for 
@ good -3ason—and Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, who has just been ap- 
pointed our military pro-council 
in the Orient. 

With these gents I have both 
tangled and embraced—agreed and 
disagreed, cuddld like kittens and 
fought like cats. But, whether it 
was a fight or a frolic, I always 
came away with a wholesome re- 
spect for their ability, courage 
and value as American leaders. 

Le me speak first of MacArthur. 
He was my classmate at West 
Point in the days when the acad- 
emy was so small that classmates 
knew each other better than 
many brothers—a circumstance 
which decided many campaigns of 
the Civil War because opposing 
West Point commanders knew each 
other so well, o1 their staff offi- 
cers did, that each commander 
knew what the other would do in 
a given set of crcumstances be- 
cause he was so well aware of 
his character. 


Perfect Choice 


MacArthur was the perfect 
choice for the ‘ rient. Like his fa- 
ther, before him, he is almost too 
brave for high command. There 
is no room here to tell of his ex- 
ploits—which are those of a d’Ar- 
tagnon. He can’t resist going over 
the top with his men. As an ex- 
Chief of Staff, he knows the Ori- 
ental and especially the Philippine 
problem better than any other of- 
ficer. As an intimate of “Casey” 
Quezon he knows the Philippine 
problem better. And he is brilliant 
—almost beyond belief. A _ little 
spectacular and theatrical perhaps, 
but that is a detail. The Philip- 
pin: army is his own creation. You 
couldn’t have sifted the whole army 
and made a better selection than 
the President’s. 


Apart from wise fiscal manage- 
ment, utter cleanliness in politics, 
proved courage of an extraordi- 
Mary degree, unexampled effort 
and complete contempt for his 
own financial interests, it is trite 
to say that Fiorello LaGuardia is 
the best Mayor New York ever 
had. 

New Yorkers probably do not 
realize as emphatically as familiars 
revisiting the city at intervals 
what has been done to better it. 
But you can’t drive all around it 
as I have done after a consider- 
able absence and not simply mar-' 
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vel at what, to me at least, seems 
a literal miracle in municipal im- 
provement. 


LaGuardia, Dough Getter. 


For the actual work, of course, 
my other sometime opponent, Bob 
Moses, deserves the unlimited 
praise and respect that he seems 
justly to be getting. But Fiorello 
supported him regardless of poli- 
tics and, above all, got the dough 
out of the Federal kitty to do it. 

That has sometimes been criti- 
cised because the Little Flower’s 
dough-getting accomplishments 
have not been equaled elsewhere 
in the United States. But people 
who say that frequently forget 
that New York contributes an even 
larger “put” in taxes than the 
ratio she “takes” out of the colos- 
sal Federal jackpot. If he didn’t 
insist on a proportionate share in 
return, LaGuardia would be fail- 
ing on his job. 

Maybe the latter part of this 
column may seem to have a local 
aspect too narrow for a column of 
national circulation. [I think not. 
LaGuardia is up for re-election. In 
the second or third most important 
job in the United States he has 
written a record of faithful and 
efficient public service which is 
an example for the world. It is of 
immediate and intense national in- 
terest that such service should be 
recognized and rewarded. I would 
as soon think complacently of Gen- 
eral Motors firing Alfred Sloan, 
as of the rejection by New York 
City of the most valuable public 
servant in recent political history.

H.C. COUCH, SOUTHERN 
UTILITY OFFICER, DIES 


Head of Arkansas Power Co, 


and of Railway Succumbs ~ 


at Hot Springs, Ark. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., July 30 
(AP).—Harvey “ »wley Couch, 63 
years old, Southern utility and rail 
man, died at Couchwood, his sum- 
mer home on Lake Catherine near 
he:. this morning. 

Couch, head of the Arkansas 
Power & Light Co. and Kansas 
City Southern-Louisiana & Arkan- 
sas Railway lines, had been in ill 


health for more than a year and 


gravely ill since Sunday. 

All me -bers of his family were 
at his bedside when Couch died. 

Couch was born Aug. 21, 1877, 
near Magnolia, Ark., the son of 
Thomas C. Couch, Methodist min- 
ister-farmer, had a country grade 
and high school education and 
started his business career as a 
grocer-boy and later as a railway 
mail clerk. 

His first outstanding success was 
the organization of a 15-mile rural 
telephone line in North Louisiana, 
which he developed into a prop- 
erty that sold to the Bell interests 
in 1911 for $1,500,000. His Arkan- 
sas Power and Light Co. hookup 
grew from two small plants pur- 
chased at Arkadelphia and Mel- 
vern, Ark., about 30 years ago. 

He became a well known figure 
in utility and railroad development 
in the Southwest, but in’ recent 
years had confined his activity to 
further expansion of the Arkan- 
sas Power and Light Co., and the 
Kansas City Southern and Louisi- 
ana & Arkansas railroads which 
he headed. 

Frequently, Couch acted as 
chairman of committees to raise 
and supervise the expenditure of 
funds for charitable and relief 
work, 

Until his death, Couch retained 
membership on the boards of trus- 
tees of Edison Electric Institute, 
Peabody College, Nashville, Tenn.; 
Southern Methodist University, Dal- 
las; Hendrix College, Conway, 
Ark.; the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis and his home- 
town church at Pine Bluff. He was 
a national councillor for the Unit- 
ed State sChamber of Commerce 
also.

~ America Control Before 
Defeat of Soviets.

BUENOS AIRES, July 23 (By 
Clipper).—This month’s frustrated 
pvtsch in Bolivia was just a back- 
wash of Germany’s frantic deci- 
sion in March of this year to at- 
tack Soviet Russia before’ the 


“Lease-Lend” measure and Ameri- 
can rearmament should become so 
overwhelmingly powerful as to 
wrest the initiative from Berlin 
and give it to Washington. In- 
formation in this writer’s posses- 
gion supports that conclusion. 

Hardly a week had passed after 
President Roosevelt’s signature of 
the “Lease-Lend” Bill, March 11, 
when the four Nazi envoys to Ar- 
gentina, Peru, Chile and Bolivia met 
in Santiago, Chile. It was then that 
Baron Edmund von Thermann, 
Ambassador to Argentina, just 
back from Germany, gave the go- 
ahead signa! on Germany’s stream- 
lined technique to seize South 
American countries by German-fo- 
mented revolutions of “nationalist” 
parties. 

This technique of seizing South 
America through “nationalist” par- 
ties, had been theoretically in ef- 
fect since 1937. With Hitler’s sur- 
prise diversion in Russia, Baron 
von Thermann was instructed to 
order the speedup of direct action 
on the new lines, so that when 
Russia had been beaten to its 
knees, England and the United 
States would be faced by a fait 
accompli in Europe, Asia, and 
South America. 

Rehearsal in Bolivia, 


Berlin hoped that England would 
see all continental Europe includ- 
ing Russia under German control. 
The United States would see South 
America controlled by “nationalist” 
(Nazi) governments. It was hoped 
by Germany that Japan could be 
relied upon to prevent United 
States action in South America by 
keeping the navy engaged in the 
Pacific. 

This plan to “blitzpeace” the 
world was detailed to your corre- 
spondent by a highly reliable mem- 
ber of the secret political police of 
a South American country. 

Germany’s new technique to 
seize South America received its 
first full-dress workout in Bolivia. 
The plan was to stage a revolu- 
tion and install a nationalist gov- 
ernment headed by Capt. Elias 
Belmonte, Bolivian air attache in 
Berlin, who would be under the 
direct influence of the German 
Minister in La Paz, as the tin-pot 
Fuehrer. 

While not premature, the plot 
was frustrated by President Gen. 
Enrique Penaranda’s quick action 

following discovery of Capt. Bel- 
monte’s correspondence with the 
German Minister, Ernst Wendler. 
Last Saturday, July 19, Wendler 
Was declared persona non grata. 


Dictators Fight Nazis. 


The Nazis’ new technique works 
best in so-called democratic coun- 
tries, worst in one-man govern- 
ments. It thrives on a confused 
political scene like Chile’s and Ar- 


gentina’s wherg each man’s opin- 


ion, good or bad, must be heard, 
for one of the first Nazi princi- 
ples is to keep local differences 
boiling. The Germans failed in 
Brazil the day President Getulio 
Vargas agreed to build Pan Amer- 
ican bases. The technique failed 
wtih Dr. Vargas—and with Gen. 
Penaranda. It is the dictatorships 
which have been best able to han- 
dle the new Nazi threat. 

With the Argentine authorities 
in possession of a secret code mes- 
sage, Nazi agents are proved to 
have fomented the recent Peru- 
Ecuador frontier battles. The mes- 
sage was discovered by the Argen- 
tine Congressional Investigating 
Committee. 


Typed on onionskin paper, the 
code message was found tucked in- 
side a short wave radio set seized 
by the investigating committee’s 
chairman, Raul Damonte Taborda, 
on its smuggled return from Peru, 
where it was refused entry. The 


message ordered all Nazi agents) 


in Peru and Bolivia to follow the 
instuctions issued by the four Nazi 
envoys at their meeting in Santi- 
ago, last March, 


Local experts believe the set was 
designed for use not in Lima but 
on the .Peru-Ecuador battlefields 
by Nazi agents communicating 
with the Gestapo headquarters in 
Barcelona, which relays to Berlin. 

Continental ramifications deriv- 
ing from the investiguting commit- 
tee’s lucky find are not exhausted 
yet. The discovery confirms that 
Argentina is the nerve center of 
espionage and subversion in South 
America. Hence, the Nazis are 
taking a last ditch stand and 
brazening out the scandal. And 
hence the arrogant tone of Ber- 
lin’s protests of Argentina's “crass 
violation of international law” and 
Von Thermann’s notes to the Ar- 
gentine Foreign Office demanding 
the return of the seized radio set. 
For, if the nerve center were de- 
stroyed Nazi agitation all over the 
continent would be paralyzed. 

Von Thermann has won a hol- 
low victory by his protests, how- 
ever. Damonte Taborda has agreed 
to return the radio and other con- 
fiscated property but is turning 
over all his evidence to the Federal 
courts to decide whether Argen- 
tine law has been violated.

STIMSON APOLOGY, 
KNOX STATEMENT! 
GIVEN TO WHEELER 


Secretary of War Says 
Anti-War Cards Were 
Not Aimed Specifically at 
Troops in Service. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
received a public apology from 
Secretary of War Stimson for 


harsh criticism and a personal ex- 
planation from Secretary of the 
Navy Knox for the temporary de- 
nial of a naval commission to the 
Senator’s son. 

Stimson’s statement of apology, 
issued through the War Depart- 
ment late yesterday, said the Sec- 
retary did not think that Wheeler 
intended to direct anti-war post- 
cards specifically to soldiers. Stim- 
son also expressed. regret for his 
statement that cards sent under 
Wheeler’s signature to army camps 
approached treason. 

Stimson declared, however, that 
not three, as Wheeler had said, but 
several hundred of the circulars 
reached army men and that a de- 
partmental investigation showed 
“organized attempts, by other per- 
sons, to arouse disloyalty” among 
troops. 

The circulars to which Stimson 
referred were postcards, which 
went through the mails postage 
free by virtue of Wheeler’s signa- 
ture printed on them, Wheeler 
said that 1,000,000 cards were sent 
to a cross-section of the American 
public and some were forwarded 
to army camps. 

The other incident § involved 
Wheeler’s son, Richard, 23 years 
old, to whom a naval commission 
was at first refused, then granted. 

Knox was said by a Wheeler aid 
to have called on Wheeler a short 
time ago to explain how it hap- 
pened, 

The first word of Richard 
Wheeler’s case came from Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, who 
told the Senate yesterday that an 
unnamed Admiral had asked Rich- 
ard whether he shayed his father’s 
views on national policy. 

When young Wheeler said _ yes, 
Walsh related, the Admiral de- 
clared: “There is no place in the 
navy for you.” Walsh said Knox 
subsequently reviewed the file and 
ordered the granting of the com- 
mission. 

Stimson’s Statement. 

Stimson’s statement, which 
Wheeler called “a very decent 
thing,” follows in full: 

“An inquiry now being made by 
the War Department of the post- 
offices of the larger cantonments 
of the army indicates that not 
three but at least several hundred 
of the circulars sent out by Sen- 
ator Wheeler did reach soldiers of 
the United States army. 

“The inquiry has also developed 
evidence of organized attempts by 
other persons, to arouse disloyalty 
on the part of the soldiers in the 
cantontnents towards the training 
plans of their officers. The danger 
to the national defense of such 
atterrpts is obvious and will re- 
ceive the careful attention of the 
depertment. 

“On the basis of Senator Wheel- 
er’s statement in the Senate as to 
the time and method of the issu- 
ance cf his circular, I believe that 
he has shown the absence of any 
intent on his part to circularize 
the soldiers in the training camps. 
Il am sorry that on the basis of 
incomplete evidence, I made a 
statement last week which carried 
a contrary implication.”

force which; numerically inferior, 
stuck to its knitting with admir- 
able refusal to be drawn off into 
grandiose conceptions of independ- 
ent action, finding its primary 
mission in the support of the 
ground troops, both by dealing with 
German air operations and by giv- 
ing direct support to the move- 
ments of the ground forces on the 
battlefield. 


Nothing could be plainer than 
the fact that the Germans have 
been denied, as to Russia, that 
“surprise by tactical method” 
which was so greatly to their ad- 
vantage in Poland, Norway, the 
Low Countries and France. The 
Russian staff has not been wast- 
ing its time this last year, and 
whatever the final outcome of the 
campaign, we may well draw from 
the Russian achievements so far 
the salutary lesson that we cannot 
win in 1941 a war fought by the 
methods of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

Denied this advantage, denied 
the aid of “fifth column” activities 
behind the lines, the remaining 


the Russian superiority in armored 
fighting vehicles. Air superiority 
may now be affected by the neces- 
sities of the Western Front; better 
communications remain, but the 
German supply problem becomes 
more and more difficult with the 
approach of bad weather and the 
Russian guerrilla activities. Much 
doubtless depends on the ability of 
the Russians to bring up addition- 
al masses of reserves, and on this 
point there is serious doubt both 
because of transportation facilities 
and the defects in the organization 
and equipment of Russian reserve 
units, 


We ought not to indulge in wish- 
ful thinking, even now; still less 
ought we to think of the time af- 
forded us by the unexpected qual- 
ity of the Russian fighting as a 
“breathing spell”—-or as anything 
else than a golden opportunity to 
be exploited with all our energy 
while we still possess it. But if it 
has done no more for us than to 
explode the sickening myth of Ger- 
man invincibility, of the hopeless- 
ness Of resistance to the mighty 
Wehrmacht, it has done much; our 


German advantages—air superior- 
ity, better communications, better | 
administration and supply—have | 
not served to offset the fighting | 
qualities of the Russian soldier and | 


mental atmosphere will be the 
healthier and our spirits the stout- 
er to face the trials that lie be- 


fore us on the long road to vic- 


tory.

Dangers of 
Infections 
To Swimmers

WIMMING, as we mentioned re- 

cently, is the best natural all- 

round exercise. Walking is a 
natural form of exercise, but it 
does not exercise the arms, trunk 
or shoulders very much. I sup- 
pose climbing trees could be called 
a natural form of exercise which 
does exercise the muscles of the 
trunk and arms, but it requires 
a little too much agility for most 
of us, But swimming gets to prac- 
tically every muscle in the body. 

Swimming, however, is some- 
times followed by some disagree- 
able and even serious conse- 
quences, as Dr. H. Marshall Tay- 
lor of Jacksonville, Fla., has point- 
ed out in a valuable series of 
studies on how poorly adapted man 
is for an aquatic existence. 

Warm blooded animals . which 
normally lead a semi-aquatic and 
under water life have been pro- 
vided by nature with protective 
devices. The hippopotamus has, 
instead of rigid openings into the 
nose, a pair of slits which can be 
closed and opened voluntarily and 
are closed when the hippo sub- 
merges. 
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DIVING BIRDS, such as the 
frigate bird, have membranous 
flaps that close the nasal openings. 
The alligator is provided with sim- 
ilar mechanisms, and these can be 
moved by voluntary muscles to 
cover or uncover the openings. 

Man, of course, has no such 
mechanism. And as a consequence 
water enters the nose during div- 
ing and under-water swimming, 
depriving the mucous membrane 
of the inside of the -nose of its 
protective reactions to infection 
and resulting in many cases a year 
of sinus disease and infection of 
the middle ear. 

As proof of this the striking re- 
mark of Dr. Paul Mahoney of Lit- 
tle Rock, is—“I havé never seen 
a professional swimmer whose 
nasal mucosa did not resemble the 
appearance of a_i dishwasher’s 
hands.” 

Dr. Taylor advocated the con- 
tinuous forcing of air bubbles out 
of the nose after the diver hits the 
water and during under water 
swimming. 
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DR. DAVID MEZZ of Brooklyn, 
however, who has made equally 
valuable experimental studies on 
the subject, does not believe that 
nasal exhalation or combined ex- 
halation to hold back water is ef- 
fective in preventing water from 
entering the nose. He quoted the 
experiments of Hasty to show that 
in pools during the time of swim- 
ming, the water represents the com- 
bined washings of the nasal mu- 
cous membrane of every swimmer, 

Feet-first diving, repeated diving 
and backstroke swimming are the 
worst offenders in exposing the 
nose to deluges of water. 

Chilling of the body surface is 
also a factor in producing nose 
and ear infections. 

Dr. Mezz has devised a rubber- 
ized nose clip to close the nasal 
openings and recommends it for 
swimmers and divers, especially 
those who tend to catch cold easily, 


Fruity Tapioca. 

One-fourth cup granulated tapi- 
oca, one-half cup dark brown 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
two cups milk, four egg yolks 
(beaten), one teaspoon vanilla, one- 
half cup drained seeded cherries, 
one-half cup berries, ame-fourth 
cup sliced bananas, one-fourth tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind, two table- 
spoons butter, melted. 

Cook tapioca, sugar, salt and 
milk until thick and creamy in 
double boiler. It will take about 
15 minutes. Add yolks and cook 
three minutes. Cool and pour into 
rest of ingredients. Serve chilled.

Four tablespoons chopped bacon, 
two tablespoons chopped onions, 
two cups sliced peeled summer 
squash, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika, one 
teaspoon minced parsley, one-half 
cup tomato juice. 

Heat bacon in frying pan, add 
onions and squash and cook five 
minutes. Mix in ingredients and 
simmer 10 minutes, until thick. 
Stir with a fork to prevent “mush- 
iness.”

en that it is not good to tan the 

skin too darkly, but legion are 
those who will strive to get bronzed 
before the season is half over. If 
tan you must, my dear, then do s0, 
but do not forget to keep your skin 
lubricated while it is being dark- 
ened by the sun’s rays. 

Unless you tan without skin dry- 
ness, you will be a sorry bunny 
come autumn. The trick you must 
learn is how to get a rich, smooth 
color and keep your skin soft at 
the same time. This is done by 
anointing it every time you sun 
bathe with a commercially pre- 
pared suntan oil or lotion, or with 
one you can mix yourself at home. 
And when I say “every time,” I 
mean just that. Do not think for 
a minute that after the first layer 
of tan you can get by without a 
lubricating. You need the oil then 
as much, if not more, than at the 
very beginning of the season. 
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ONCE YOU LET coat after coat 
of sunburn dry your skin never 
again will you be able to recapture 
the lovely, smooth texture your 
body had before you began to sun 
bathe. Those beauties who follow 
the sun year in and year out have 
learned that it doesn’t pay to neg- 
lect one’s skin while playing under 
the sun. Thick, discolored epider- 
mis is the result of too much sun 
and too little lubricant. 

A warm water shower quickly 
frees your skin of any excess oil 
once you return from your sun 
bath. But instantly you should 
anoint your face with a fresh 
cream and leave it on for an hour 
or two. Go about with a shining 
complexion, and a nice pair of 
bright lips, for that is being done 
this season. 


S KIN specialists can warn wom- 


You can make an excellent body 
rub for sun dried skin or face 
by mixing equal parts of glycerine 
and rosewater to which is added a 
few drops of benzoin—all of which 
may be purchased at a reliable 
druggist’s. 

Start your treatment with a 
good warm bath and soap scrub, 
using a long-handled brush to get 
your back clean as a whistle. Have 
a big, fluffy towel handy and rub 
yourself briskly and thoroughly 
dry. Then use your mixed lotion 
generously, massaging it thor- 
oughly on roughened knees, el- 
bows, calloused feet and back. 
Wipe off any excess lotion with 
the bath towel and shower your- 
self with silky, fragrant talc. 
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IF YOU HAVE allowed your 
skin to become the least bit 
parched you need such a treatment 
at least two times a week and you 
should keep them up through the 
first two months of autumn.

Helps a Child

42 ERE, Rubin, take this 
H package over to Mrs. Starr

“You don’t need to know her. 
Take the package and run along. 
I want you right back to be in 
time for supper.”

“But what'll I say? I don't 
know what to say?” : 

“Of all the stupid—What’s the 
matter with you? I’ve told you 
a dozen times what to say. Don’t 
stand there like that? What are 
you crying for anyway? I can’t 
ask you to Jo the least thing— 
What ARE you crying about?” 

“You send me on an errand and 
you won't tell me what to say and 
I don’t know what to say. I have 
to know what to say or I can't 
say it,” and Rubin’s tears flowed 
fast.

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GIVE THEM the exact words. 
Make the story brief so it will be 
easy to carry. If the message is 
involved write it and let the child 
deliver it. Shyness affects speech. 
The mouth dries up and the 
tongue cleaves to the roof of the 
mouth and no words come from 
the confused mind. Make it easy 
for the shy child to do errands by 
telling him exactly what to say 
and do. Sure of himself he will 
lose much of the shyness and 
practice will perfect him. 

Knowing just what to say at any 
time is a great help. Introduc- 
tions, apologies, greetings, good- 
bys are hard for shy children. 
Teach them beforehand just what 
to say and you relieve them of 
anxiety, free their minds and en- 
able them to perform acceptably.

My Neighbor Says: 


E XPERIMENTS have shown 


that tomatoes require more 

phosphorus than any other fer- 
tilizing element. A phosphate fer- 
tilizer is, therefore, the kind to use 
for this crop. Tomatoes also need 
an abundance of water if they 
are to yield heavily. It is not a 
bad plan to sink a tomato can 
into the ground at the base of 
each plant, holes having first been 
made in the sides and in the bot- 
tom. Water poured into these cans 
at frequent intervals will be car- 
ried directly to the roots, 


It is best to add nutmeats to 
conserves and jams about 15 min- 
utes before the mixture is done. 
This gives better flavor and tex- 
ture to the nuts. Try some shred- 
red Brazil nuts in grape jam—the 
flavors blend unusually well. 


Metal stains on linens or cloth- 
ing usually can be removed by 
covering them with vinegar and 
salt, bleaching them in the sun, 
then rinsing them in warm water 
and washing the usual way. 


Keep butter covered in the re- 
frigerator lest it pick up flavors 
from other foods. Also keep but- 
ter in the coldest part of the re- 
frigerator. Eggs should be stored 
in the refrigerator, but they do 
not need the coldest spot. 


Grass stains usually come out 
when saturated with lard or other 
fat, then washed several hours 
later in warm soapy water.

Martial Fever Is 


Still Comparatively at Low Ebb. 
By CLARISSA: START 


HE supervisors at Council 

House were surprised to hear 

one of the little girls who 
comes there say that she was 
glad her brother had been drafted, 
and sent away to camp. After a 
little’ questioning they learned 
her reason; her mother had been 
crying for two solid weeks before 
the brother left, and now that he 
was gone the little girl hoped her 
mother would stop crying. 

This girl, as psychiatrists point 
out, is one of the childhood vic- 
tims of “war jitters,” and an apt 
illustration of how parents can 
communicate to children their own 
fears and feelings. about the war. 
She was one of the examples cited 
by two experts in child behavior, 
Dr. Robert M. Bell, psychiatrist 
for the Board of Education, and 
William Riback, director of Coun- 
cil House, on a recent United Char- 
ities Community Forum program 
over radio station KSD. 

In a follow-up interview with 
these two authorities and with 
Dr. Clara Menger, psychologist for 
the Psychiatric Child Guidance 
Clinic, who helped assemble the 
program, we learned how war jit- 
ters can actually affect 
even in this part of the country, 
where the war fever is still at a 
comparatively low ebb, and how 
parents can counteract the dan- 
gers of war nerves. 

“Children have to face the war 
as a reality,” was the consensus 
of their opinions. “With conscrip- 
tion, they see their brothers and 
uncles going away ‘to war’, as they 
express it, but they can know of 
existing conditions without too 
much emotion. 

“Children will not show war jit- 
ters except as their parents show 
them. If parents get all excited 
and show tears and distress.at the 


departure of the young men, if 


they allow the war bulletins and 
radio commentators to upset them, 
the children will reflect those jit- 
ters. -However, a child that is 
wholesome will withstand the sit- 
uation very readily.” 

Naturally enough, war reactions 
show up first in the games that 
children play. Take that stream- 
lined version of “Cops and Rob- 
bers,” known as “Spitfires and 
Messerschmidts.” This is not ex- 
actly a game, as Director Riback 
explained laughingly, but it is at 
least an indication. — 


“It goes like this,” he said, “two 
kids will be riding around on bikes 
and one will say, ‘I’m going to be 
a Messerschmidt, zzzzz,’ and then 
the other kid will say, ‘Well, I'ma 
Spitfire—boom,’ and the first one 
falls off his bike. That’s all there 
is to it. It isn’t really a game with 
points, like the game the Chinese 
play, betting on what bombs will 
hit and then chalking up a score.” 

It is enough, however, to give 
fond mothers pause, even though 
children have been playing the 
“Bang, bang, you’re dead” type of 
games for years. The answer is 
simple enough—supervised games 
of another type, just as exciting, 
just as interesting. 

“Children are entitled to their 
childhood and they’re entitled to 
play the games of their times,” Dr. 
Menger said. “It’s up to the adults 
to improve their standards and to 
try to advocate attractive games 
of another type.” 

War-like toys are another thing 
that worry thoughtful parents. 


“IT was noticing the other day in 
a 10-cent store,” said one of the 
psychiatrists, “that from 30 to 50 
per cent of the toys seem to be 
guns and military equipment. I 
think it’s wrong to forbid a child 
to have anything to do with war 
toys—for one thing, it makes them 
too interesting—but parents can 


children 


select toys that will take the place 
of war toys. Parents can see to it 
that in his eagerness for war-like 
toys, the child does not neglect the 
other kind.” 

How much théy should tell chil- 
dren of the actus’ war events is 
another question furrowing the 
b: »ws of parental foreheads these 
days, even superseding such prob- 
lems as how to explain the new 
puppies in the basement. 

“They don’t need to be told of 
what's going on in the war,” Dr. 
Menger said. “They're going to see 
it in newspapers and in movies. 
Radio i: going to bring it right to 
their door.” 

To a generation already hard- 
enci by Superman and Gang Bust- 
ers, War communiques may seem 
tame but they can also have their 
dangerous side. 

“There are some commentators,” 
we were told, “‘who do not review 
things in a factual manner, but 
present ever; word in a highly 
emotional, surcharged fashion that 
i. bad—not only for children but 
for adults. Here aghin the reac- 
tion of the children depends on 
how parents receive such pro- 
grams. If they take the attitude 
that, ‘Gracious, the house is go- 
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ing to. fall in any minute,’ chil- 
dren will be correspondingly nerv- 
ous. If the family does not get 
excited, the child will not be up- 
set either. Radio hysteria is famil- 
jar to us, particularly since the 
Men from Mars mass hysteria. 

“In one way, the war is help- 
ful in that it shows the youngs- 
ters what our country’s standards 
and aims are, and what is worth 
preserving, worth fighting for. It 
helps them evaluate what is best 
in our social set-up. It gives the 
child an idea of the size of the 
world and puts everything in its 
proper place. 

“This is a time to welcome ques- 
tions and answer those questions 
frankly. Such conversations are 
about real things, and the answers 
should be real.” 


Since most children go to movies 
and feel different from the aver- 
age if they are not allowed to see 
movies, parental supervision again 
is the factor that keeps the child’s 
viewpoint from being warped by 
what he sees. All the psychiatrists 
agree that there are enough movies 
so that children may cultivate good 
movie tastes as well as good tastes 
in music and literature. 

“Discussions of movies are also 


good,” Riback commented, “ask- 
ing them what they saw and 
whether or not it’s true, pointing 
out that this is a little faked up 
to heighten the action, and 
shouldn't be taken too seriously.” 


“Children should live in a world 
of imagination, be children while 
they are young,” it was agreed, 
“Their imagination should be fos- 
tered but it should come from 
good books and good pictures. 


“There should also be a re 
strengthening of home ties at a 
time like this,” Dr. Menger added, 
“and children have their part to 
play, for instance, in the relation- 
ship of draftees to their homes. 
The children should write letters, 
too, and be encouraged to do so, 
even if the letters happen to be 
some of these infantile drawings.” 


“Any war situation brings with 
it a let-down and change in moral 
attitudes,” they pointed out. “Mor- 
al values, religious values must 
be built in childhood. Adults, 
all adults, and that includes school 
teachers, ministers, aunts, uncles, 
and grandparents, as well as par- 
ents, can be careful not to allow 
these values to reach a low level.

Oil may be added in larger 
quantities as the amount incorpo- 
rated increases. If the oil is added 
too rapidly and .the emulsion 
breaks or the egg-oil mixture is 
thin, simply start all over again, 
slowly adding the thin mixture to 
another egg yolk. Beat the yolk 
while adding*the egg-oil mixture. 

Mayonnaise emulsions will break 
with freezing, drying out or mush 
agitation; so store them in a tight- 
ly covered container in a cool 
place. In summer double the reci- 
pe for mayonnaise if your family 
is one that finds salads the most 
satisfying-of all foods. Mayonnaise 
can occasionally be used in place 
of butter on sandwiches; it pre- 
vents soaking of moist filling and 
the tart mayonnaise makes sand- 
wiches more appetizing.

De- 
clarer could scarcely repress. a 
whoop of joy as he won, cashed 
the diamond jack, then discarded 
all of dui..my’s clubs on his own 
good diamonds. 

Admittedly, South’s psychic bid- 
ding had confused tha issue, but 
still there was no excuse for West's 
defense. Quite aside from the fact 
th the only thing that could 
come close to justifying South’s 
bidding was a long, streng dia- 
mond suit (it couldn’t be clubs, 
considering dummy’s c¢lu b 
strength), there was a simple, di- 
rect means by which West could 
discover the best defense. That 
was to ho'd up the spade ace. 
There was -very reason to feel 
that declarer had six spades. If 
he led a second round, East would 
be able to signal what suit he 
wanted led. Obviously, if given the 
chance, East would have “called 
loudly” for a club, but West’s 
immediate acceptance of his spade 
ace made any signal impossible. 

As I stated originally, I do not 
blame the other players in this 
duplicate for gasping at the small 
slam recorded in favor of this 
particular North-South team.
